LUDLOW -— The first deaths 
from COVID-19 cases in Lud- 
low have been reported in a 
statement from the Town. 

According to an April 10 
press release from Board of Se- 
lectmen chair Derek DeBarge, 
there have been two confirmed 
deaths from COVID-19. The 
statement did not provide de- 
tails about the circumstances 
and did not identify the individ- 
uals. 

There are currently 30 con- 
firmed cases of the disease 
in Ludlow, though DeBarge 
warned the number of actual 
cases is likely higher. Residents 
are still encouraged to practice 
physical distancing and to wear 
a mask in public when they’re 
not able to maintain a six-foot 
distance from others, according 
to Governor Charlie Baker’s rec- 
ommendations.

LUDLOW - To lift the spir-

Mental health as important as 
physical in COVID-19 pandemic

REGION -— The dangers 
posed by the pandemic threaten 
more than one’s physical health. 
In the midst of a crisis, staying 
mentally well is of equal impor- 
tance as being physically well. 

Isolation and social distanc- 
ing can intensify feelings of 
dread, loneliness, and despair 
and, potentially, lead to last- 
ing mental trauma. Left unad- 
dressed, such trauma could man- 
ifest in addictions, alcoholism, 
domestic violence, child abuse, 
self-harm or other serious out- 
comes. 

For that reason, Mass. Gov. 
Charlie Baker executed the 
“Order Expanding Access to 
Telehealth Services and to Pro- 
tect Health Care Providers’ on 
March 10, which enables the 
coverage of telehealth appoint- 
ments. During the COVID-19 
State of Emergency, therefore, 
public and private insurances 
will cover behavioral health ap- 
pointments conducted by phone, 
FaceTime, Zoom, Skype or 
whatever platform is deemed ap- 
propriate. 

In addition to private practic- 
es, Clinical & Support Options 
(CSO) and Behavioral Health 
Network (BHN) have expanded 
services to include teleservice 
for existing and new patients. 


“Most of us can relate to 
feeling ‘cooped up, these 
days,” said Karin Jeffers, MS, 
LMHC, President and CEO of 
Northampton-based nonprofit 
behavioral health agency Clin- 
ical & Support Options. “For 
some, though, this crisis evokes 
some pretty intense feelings and 
anxiety.” 

For routine mental health 
amidst current social distancing 
protocols order, Jeffers, CSO 
and Levine offer up a number of 
broad suggestions: 

Know the Facts — “It’s 
easy to spend too much time 
watching cable news, which is 
often geared more toward en- 
tertainment than information,” 
Jeffers says. “And social media 
is often riddled with rumor and 
‘not-quite-true’ statements. Find 
reliable sources of information, 
like the Centers for Disease 
Control or the World Health Or- 
ganization.” 

Limit Social Media — “It’s 
easy to get ‘sucked in’ to the 
feedback loop of social me- 
dia platforms,’ Jeffers advises. 
“Be mindful of your feelings 
when checking into these on- 
line environments.” It is import- 
ant that children and teenagers 
“not sleep until noon” and limit 
screen time when possible, ac- 
cording to Levine.

Hubbard Memorial Library offers virtual programs

LUDLOW -— To. stay. con- 
nected with the public during the 
COVID-19 pandemic, youth services 
librarian July Siebecker and chil- 
dren’s department assistant Olivia 
Chartrand are now connecting with 
their patrons remotely through virtu- 
al programs. 

To prepare, Chartrand said she 
worked on the technological por- 
tion of the programs, specifically 
with learning how to use the vid- 
eo conference platform Zoom, and 
also helped make decisions on what 
might be good virtual programs that 
their patrons will be able to partici- 
pate in. 

When reflecting on rolling out 
each of these programs, both Sie- 
becker and Chartrand said that they 
are happy they can run these pro- 
grams through a virtual platform and 
connect with their patrons during a 
very difficult time. 

“Tm really excited that we de- 
cided to use a platform that’s going 
to allow for interaction. I know that 
there are a million people who are 
recording stories that you can then 


watch on Youtube,’ said Siebecker. 
“We chose this platform so that we 
could actually see the kids while 
they were seeing us and we can hear 
what they’re saying, while they’re 
going to be able to participate. “I 
think I’m the most excited about 
that.” 

Siebecker, who was also involved 
in the preparation process, said that 
each program will be private and re- 
quire registration, to ensure that the 
patrons as well as children will be in 
a safe environment. 

A virtual program Siebecker will 
be running is called “Preschool Sto- 
rytime,” which will offer 30 min- 
utes of funny, informative, engaging 
stories, finger-plays and songs and 
games every Monday morning. The 
next reading is scheduled for April 
20 at 11:00 a.m. 

She is also hosting the “Whose 
Shoes” Storytime for 5- to 8-year- 
olds. In this virtual program, Sie- 
becker will be reading picture book 
biographies about real people who 
have inspiring and fascinating stories 
each Thursday afternoon. An upcom- 
ing reading is scheduled for April 16 
at 4:00 p.m. 

On Wednesday, April 15 at 2:00 


p.m., Chartrand will be offering a 
“Crafternoon” program, where she 
will teach all participants how to 
make a non-toxic slime craft, which 
also happens to be edible. 

Later that night, at 8:30 p.m. 
Chartrand will be offering her week- 
ly “Ya Games Night!” event for 
the Young Adults. With two differ- 
ent screens present, such as a lap- 
top and cellphone, participants can 
join Chartrand for a night of virtual 
gaming through Jackbox games on 
Steam. 

Chartrand said that she enjoys 
working for the library, and to be 
able to still do it, while connecting to 
the residents of Ludlow and remind 
them that they are still here to pro- 
vide both educational and fun pro- 
grams, is a wonderful thing. 

“It’s something that brings me a 
lot of satisfaction,’ Chartrand said.

LUDLOW - As of April 10, we 
currently have 30 reported positive 
COVID-19 cases. It is also with a 
heavy heart that I report to you our 
first confirmed deaths related to the 
COVID-19 virus of two residents of 
our town. I’m sure I speak for every- 
one when I say that our thoughts and 
prayers are with their families and 
loved ones in this most difficult time. 

Last week, the Board of Select- 
men voted to postpone the Annual 
Town Meeting until June 22. As you 
already know, our Town Election 
will be held on June 1. Also, at our 
upcoming meeting on April 14, the 
Board of Selectmen will discuss the 
possibility of delaying the May | due 
date of the fourth quarter property 


taxes to June 1. 

As we enter our fourth week of 
the Governor’s stay-at-home advi- 
sory, we are seeing our positive test 
cases rise almost daily. This also 
means that our infected individu- 
als, without tests, are likely rising as 
well. According to our experts, we 
will haven’t reached our peak which 
should happen over the next couple 
of weeks. Therefore, we must remain 
diligent, patient, and resolute. Gov- 
ernor Baker advised all residents of 
Massachusetts to wear masks when 
they go out in public. This advisory 
is consistent with recommendations 
issued by the CDC. He said everyone

Looking for 
ways to help

Fred Rogers that felt particularly rele- 

vant: “When I was a boy and I would see 
scary things in the news, my mother would 
say to me, ‘Look for the helpers. You will al- 
ways find people who are helping.’” 

There are scary things in the news these 
days. But we don’t need to feel powerless, 
and there are plenty of ways we can help 
support each other and ourselves in turn. 

Some of the first images that come to 
mind when I think of people helping today 
are the ones we’re seeing from the front- 
lines: healthcare workers sacrificing their 
time, their proximity with family, and some- 
times their lives, to help fight the spread of 
this disease. Essential workers have been 
putting in overtime at grocery stores and 
assisted living facilities, and large organi- 
zations have been donating funds to help 
smaller ones stay afloat. 

It’s been shown that helping others gives 
our brains a dopamine rush, in turn contrib- 
uting to our own sense of well-being. And 
there are plenty of ways to help each other 
right now, even for those of us who aren’t on 
the frontlines fighting the pandemic. 

One small way might be to tip extra. 
This goes a long way for restaurants and 
business owners who are afraid of shutter- 
ing. For anyone with a sewing machine, 
making face masks is another. 

If you have canned food and nonperish- 
ables, consider donating them to a food pan- 
try, many of which are in dire need of food 
and financial contributions right now. Some 
local Meals on Wheels organizations have 
also been recruiting backup drivers to avoid 
any service interruptions and to help get 
food to more housebound seniors. 

If you’ve considered getting a pet, or 
have space in your home for another, foster- 
ing 1s a great way to help both the animals 
and the shelters. Most shelters are still op- 
erating, often with greatly reduced staffing 
and hours and opening for adoptions and 
surrenders by appointment only. 

Another easy way to make a difference 
is by reaching out to people you care about. 
It can feel lonely when we’re isolating at 
home and not able to see each other in-per- 
son; I imagine that elderly people, who al- 
ready experience higher levels of loneliness 
than other age groups, must be feeling that 
especially strong right now. Calling, writing 
cards and sending care packages are little 
gestures that can go a long way in helping 
people feel connected and loved. 

Checking in with someone who’s having 
a tough time and offering some validation, 
acknowledging their fear or grief and pro- 
viding a little hopeful statement — something 
like, “I know this is really difficult; I’m here 
for you and I believe in you” — can also help 
comfort someone without overpromising. 
When I hear phrases like, “Don’t worry, ev- 
erything will be fine,’ that can feel dismis- 
sive and overly hopeful, because in reality 
no one knows if everything will be fine. But 
feeling heard and understood, and hearing 
words of genuine hope and encouragement 
back, can feel soothing and supportive. 

As I’m writing this, I’m looking out the 
front window of my house, watching a boy 
and his mother walk down the street with 
their dog while picking up garbage and col- 
lecting it in a pail. 

The bottom line: there are a myriad of 
ways to make a difference, both for our- 
selves and for others, and they all help make 
our communities stronger.

or years I drove by this 
) ee house on my 

way to work, and every 
April I admired a “sea” of tiny 
blue flowers growing in the 
lawn. They literally stopped 
traffic for a few weeks each 
spring then disappeared. 

The tiny blue flower are 
Siberian squill (Scilla siberi- 
ca). Singularly they are not 
much to speak of, but when 
planted en masse, they really 
stand out against the backdrop 
of a green lawn. Each mature bulb produc- 
es three or four stems of drooping royal 
blue flowers not more than 4” tall. Leaves 
are blade-like, a bit thicker than those of 
grass, blending in nicely with it after flow- 
ers fade. The bulbs themselves are quite 
small, so planting them is easy. Simply 
take a trowel and stab at the ground, pull- 
ing back a bit of earth. Sprinkle some 
well-balanced organic fertilizer into the 
divot and insert the bulb pointed side up, 
two to three inches deep, then close the 
hole. 

Over time, Siberian squill will mul- 
tiply in numbers by offshoots and seed. 
For a nice showing early on, be prepared 
to plant at least a couple of hundred. Re- 
member too, that bulb foliage needs to 
ripen before it is removed, so hold off on 
mowing the lawn until it has yellowed. 
The lawn isn’t the only place where Sibe- 
rian squill are at home- try groupings of 
seven to nine in a perennial garden for a 
splash of early color. They look great in 
my mom’s garden and return effortlessly 
year after year. 

Another plant at home in the perennial 
garden is the primrose. They are plentiful 
at florist shops and nurseries this time of 
year. With any luck you may have even

received one as an Easter gift. 
Even though they are usually 


to miss their brightly colored 
flowers poking up through 
basal foliage. They come in 
almost every color of the rain- 
bow. 

Many types of primrose 
make great garden plants; 
check the label to make sure 
the one you purchase is hardy 
before planting it outdoors. 
I have had a clump of prim- 
roses blooming for years now that started 
out as a potted plant. After enjoying it in- 
doors, let it harden off a bit before planting 
it in the ground; a partly shady spot with 
moisture retentive soil is best. Mom’s gar- 
den has a number of primroses in it too. 

Typically they need to be divided every 
three years or so, evident by die-out that 
begins in the center of the plant. Simply 
separate a chunk from the outer portion of 
the plant and replant it in rejuvenated soil. 
I prefer to do this early in the season but it 
can also be accomplished right after flow- 
ering has ended. In the heat of the summer, 
and especially in drier soils, the plant can 
look a little yellow and ragged. Keeping it 
well watered helps. 

Expect blooms by the end of this 
month; they look particularly nice along- 
side late tulips and daffodils!

Keep a routine — “Another factor is 
trying to maintain some sense of a rou- 
tine,’ said Levine. “What that routine 
looks like is obviously individual; it does 
not need to mean that it’s filled with to- 
do’s because right now people need to 
allow themselves a little bit of space to 
breathe and take in what’s happening.” 

Seek Support and Continued Con- 
nection — Preserving relationships is es- 
sential as well. Whether it’s through text, 
over the phone, online or by mail, commu- 
nication is key. “Another thing that speaks 
to managing anxiety is to be reaching out 
to other people in need or other people 
who may be isolated,’ Levine said. “It 
really is critical to good mental health. If 
you're only focused on yourself, you’re 
going to get caught up in your worries. 
The ability to think about others is great 
for them but also great for you.”

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PVIAC preparing for 
possible spring season

REGION — With the Mas- 
sachusetts Interscholastic Ath- 
letic Association’s Board of 
Directors and the Tournament 
Management Committee highly 
engaged in remote meetings on 
a weekly basis trying to make 
decisions on the spring season, 
another body is getting ready to 
go just in case. 

In the springtime, many ath- 
letic directors are making their 
schedules for the fall season, 
as high school sports usually 
finalize schedules a season in 
advance. 

But there has been a lot of 
working going on the past cou- 
ple of weeks to establish a new 


schedule for the springtime. 

This schedule would focus 
on using the modified timeline 
and try and to fit in a 12-game 
regular season between May 4 
and June 12. 

The schedule would allow 
teams to play between two and 
three contests per week in most 
team sports. This includes: 
baseball, softball, boys lacrosse, 
girls lacrosse, boys tennis, girls 
tennis, and boys volleyball. 

Agawam High School Ath- 
letic Director David Stratton, a 
member of the Pioneer Valley 
Interscholastic Athletic Asso- 
ciation’s Executive Board, said 
there was recently a meeting of 
the membership to discuss the 
spring season. 

“It was a really good meet-

ing,’ said Stratton. “We had it 
remotely with about 40 athletic 
directors attending.” 

Stratton said the main point 
of the meeting with the PVI- 
AC’s desire to give student-ath- 
letes a spring season, in some 
modified form. 

He did not say if fans would 
be allowed at games, as of now, 
but said if school does resume, 
a 12-game maximum regular 
season would be the goal of the 
PVIAC. 

“We want to give these kids 
a season if we can,’ said Strat- 
ton. “So the athletic directors 
have begun creating schedules, 
which have gone to the league 
and individual sport schedulers 
to be finalized.” 

At this point, however, it 
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could be all for nothing. De- 
spite that, the athletic directors 
want to be ready in the event 
they are allowed to hold sports. 

“Right now, we really don’t 
know,” said Stratton. “This en- 
tire exercise (making a modi- 
fied schedule) could be a futile 
exercise,’ 

Stratton said under the cur- 
rent format the MIAA has 
agreed to, spring sports could 
open up on May 4 for practic- 
es with contests able to start 
on May 11. There would be 
five weeks of a regular season, 
down from the usual eight- 
week regular campaign.
